Tp the J’ "oat ef Thursday we stated that 
Rofla Poindéx ler, anex-rebel soldier, who bad 
murdered an nnofleadi: ung cvlored man sume 
thre weeks ago, at Mason's Depot, in Tipton 
Cotenty, had been arrested at Holly Springs, 
Mj Dy the military. Yer terday, the mur- 
Gcrer wae brought to "this eity ard Sent out 
to Covington, the county seat of ‘Tipton 
Cognty, ta be placed tm jul! there to await 
hits trial the fext térm of the Cirenit 
Cogrt 

A day or two afier the murder cceurred, 
we gave briet statement of such parcvicu- 
lars in remard to it as we bad learned. We 
have since © btaine d more fal i particulars in 
recard to this diabolical crime, as well aa of 
prevfone attempts of Poindexter to murder 
colered men oat of pure malignity and batred 
to the raee. 

The mvdrered man was named Jake 
Them sta. On the Sth imst.. he and his 
cousin, @ young woman named Lue y Partee 
were walking across the sqyuere, bet weer 
the hotel and depot, at Mason's Station, on 
the Memphis & Ulie Raiiroad, bets ven 
six and seven o'clock ie the evening, when 


Péindexter rode ap on h cback, wilh 
pistol in his band, and, thout{a word, en- 
deayored to ride over 7 bo mpect The latter 
quietly stepped aside pod continued to walk 
on., Three times the blood thirsty vwillaln 


rep aaied this movement, evidently hopi ny 
Le prevoke some resistance from the eolore 
mas, t give him » pretext for killing him 
poor fellow, however, only att pte d to 
‘pat of the way of the murderer, and 
ar id him. Without a word being said on 
either side, Poindextor for the thicd time 
rai.ed his pistol, and then fired. The bail 
wert crashing through the bead of the un- 
nding men, aml he fell om bis face, bi 
hends in his pockets, a y were when 
he was walking quietly along. After lyicg 
some time on the "gromn “wes eafried to 
the railroad platform. He lived about three 
hours after reeciving the fatal shot The 
murder was witnested by several colored 
pereons, all of whem agree im thelr ac- 
Counts of it. The mardered man never had 
eny difficulty with his murderer, as far as te 
kneWn, the bloody deed being the ofepring 
of hatred and malice towards am unoffending 
race, 

It is stated that had frequen 
ly declared that he would “kiliall the 
germhe could.” In August he copped 
up io a cotored man Williame, 
and deliberateiy attempted t prder him 
by gutting bis throat, He ‘dre @ kuife 
acrogs his threat, cutting @ gash of two or 
toebes in length, of which Is 
stil visible. Williams at thet ime waestand 
ing »ith Justice Rice, who was about leav- 
ing @n the dare. A warrant was issued by 
another magistrate, but Poindexter kept out 
of the way fer « eheort time, and when te re. 
turned ne further steps were taken to bring 
him te punishment, 

Hi next at carrying ont his 
threet of killing the niggers he could» 
wee made aboui the first of September, upon 
Heu@erson ‘Turman. He drew a pistol upon 
and aitempied te sheot him, and 
was’ only prevented by the  inter- 
ference of a bystander, who knocked up his 
arm juetas he pulled the trigger, and the 
ball passed over the colored man's head. 
For. this attempt at murder, Pin. 
dexttr wes fine? tea a local 
magBtrate considering the payment of 
that pum a sufficient punishment for an et- 
tempt on the life of a colored man. 

Polodexter’s inst erime, for whicl! he ils 
now lunder arrest, was a witful and code 
blooded murder. There ‘s no dispute nor 
diffefeuwe ao to ihe reutains to be 
seen what aetion the eivil authorities will 
take ing the matter, and what punishment a 
Tipton County jury will award for such 
enmeé.
